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DORIS DUKE’S RENO DIVORCE 
FROM CROMWELL AFEIRMED 


Judge Rules That Husband’s New 
Jersey Decree Was Obtained 
by Fraud. 

RENO, Nev., Nov. 28 (AP).— 
Doris Duke Cromwell’s divorce 
from James H. R. Cromwell, 
granted here last December, was 
affirmed today by County Judge 
William McKnight, who ruled that 
Crowwell’s New Jersey decree was 
obtained by “fraud and impo- 

sititon.” 

Mrs. Cromwell's divorce decree 
was challenged by a New Jersey 
Chancery Court on the ground 
that the tobacco heiress was not 
a resident of Nevada. 

Judge McKnight ruled that the 
Washoe (Nev.) court had full 
jurisdiction in granting her a di- 
vorce, that she did not desert 
Cromwell; that they separated by 
mutual consent in May, 1940, 
caused by Cromwell's cruelty, and 
that, since July 23, 1943, she has 
been a citizen of Nevada in good 
faith,

The fire built up quickly among 
the gasoline-loaded planes.

With this the Prince- 
ton lost all water pressure for 
fighting the fire with its own hose 
lines,

Mississippi Dr. Bredeck Acts on Citi- 


zens’ Complaints of III- 
ness, Discomfort, Prop- 


erty Damage. 


The Titanium Pigment Division 
of the National Lead Co., which 
manufactures war chemicals, was 
declared a nuisance today by Dr. 
Joseph F. Bredeck, Health Com- 
missioner, following a hearing at 
which residents of South St. Louis 
testified fumes from the plant 
were injurious to health and prop- 
erty. 

Dr. Bredeck ordered the com- 
pany to abate the nuisance within 
30 days and asked the legal de- 
partment of the city to take what- 
ever steps were necessary to en- 
force compliance. 

George T. Priest, lawyer for the 
company, said in his opinion the 
matter could be decided only in 
a court of general jurisdiction and 
that “we will prove we are not 
responsible for the conditions 
charged and we desire to have 
nothing further to do with these 
proceedings.” 

Those who testified today that 
fumes emanating from the stacks 
caused illness and discomfort, and 
damaged property, were the Rev. 
Thomas Flanigan, pastor of St. 
Columbkille’s Church, Michigan 
avenue and Davis street, who said 
50 of his parishioners had moved; 
Robert Bickel, representative. of 
the CIO United Gas, Coke and 
Chemical Workers union; Ter- 
rence F. McEntee, 402 East Es- 
penschied street; Martin L. Jasin- 
ski, 8401 Reilly avenue, and 
Charles Kline, 8504 Water 
street.

Bailey of North Carolina, chair- 
man of the Commerce Committee, 
and Senator Bennett C. Clark of 
Missouri, a lame-duck member of 
the committee, the Senate revised 
the preamble of the bill to make 
it less obstructive to future crea- 
tion of an MVA. As written, the 
preamble declared the purpose “to 
establish a definite policy of mak- 
ing use of existing Federal agen- 
cies for the construction, opera- 
tion and maintenance of all pub- 
lic improvements in connection 
with navigation, flood control and 
allied activities.” 

Under the leadership of Senator 
Alben W. Barkley of Kentucky, 
the- majority leader, the words 
“provided for in this act” were in- 
serted after the words “public 
improvements.” Senator Barkley 
and other Senators said this was 
to remove any implication that 
Congress was being committed for 
the future to a program of en- 
trusting river basin development 
to the Army Engineers and the 
Bureau of Reclamation and other 
agencies already engaged in such 
work. Thus it could not be said 
that Congress itself had precluded 
an MVA. 

Power Grab Rejected. 

Next the Senate sharply rebuked 
Senators Bailey, Overton and Clark 
for their attempt to fasten on the 
bill the so-called Bailey power 
amendment, which ‘would have 
placed a handicap on public dis- 
tribution of electric power gen- 
erated at flood control, navigation 
and irrigation dams, and would 
have given private power com- 
panies a virtual monopoly of such 
distribution. On a roll call, the 
Senate voted, 42 to 27, against this 
amendment, and subsequently, by 
voice vote, adopted in its place a 
provision which permits the Fed- 
eral Government’s agency to build 
transmission lines to car the 
power from dams to all wholesale 
purchasers and _ requires _pref- 
erence, in sale of the power, to 
Federal, state and other public 
bodies. 

Again the Senate brushed aside 
an obstruction to an MVA when 
it yesterday eliminated Clark’s 
Missouri River Commission 
amendment. The vote against the 
amendment was overwhelming. 
Clark’s being the only supporting 
voice heard. 

Friends of the MVA objected 
to this commission, which was to 
be advisory to the Army En- 
gineers, on the ground that it 
might be represented hereafter to 
be an adequate substitute for an 
MVA. 

Although Overton made concil- 
jlatory offers in connection with 
these proposals, his most decisive 
retreat was to try to win support 
for the bill from Senator Joseph

As postal employes we cannot use the 
game tactics that other workers can to 
secure a wage increase. We must de- 
pend on Congress to pass a law. It is a 
long, slow process, because the Congress 
must know that such a raise is justi- 
fiable. It must also know that pub- 
lic sentiment is in favor of it and that 
the public demands it. 

Why does it take so long to get a bill 
through Congress? Because the Con- 
gressman or Senator is the employe of 
the public. He must know what his em- 
ployers want. It is unlike other busi- 
nesses, where only a few key men must 
be consulted; he has thousands and 
thousands of employers. 

Your editorial says that unless the 
Wage increase is granted, “there will be 
an exodus of essential workers, to the 
detriment of the public.” In our St. 
Louis Postoffice we have already lost 
gome experienced help. Our service flag 
shows that 795 are in the _ services. 
These men are scattered all over the 
world delivering letters, the morale- 
builder of the armed forces. 

Our postal service iands behind the 
front lines as soon as possible. When 
its members return, they will want to 
return to jobs where they can make a 
living. While they are gone, we who 
are left want to be able to buy war 
bonds to help them along. Postal em- 
ployes need the raise; the public is the

Senator Overton of Louisiana, chairman of the 
Senate Commerce subcommittee, is reported to 
be ready to accept a compromise of the amend- 
ment which Senator O’Mahoney of Wyoming has 
been trying for some months to tack onto the 
Army Engineers’ flood control bill. This amend- 
ment, as written, rewritten and re-rewritten, now 
is sO ambiguous that it is difficult for anyone 
to say what it means, if it means anything at all. 

As first drawn, the amendment would have 
reserved to the states the right to pass upon 
every use of the waters of the Missouri River. 
The Army Engineers objected strenuously. They 
said they did not believe they would be legally 
able to make any decision relative to the storage 
or release of water in time of flood until after 
they had consulted and received the approval of 
all nine Missouri Valley Governors. 

Senator O'Mahoney rewrote his amendment, 
and it was agreed to by the Army Engineers. But 
Senator Overton, up to now, has been very much 
opposed. 

“We cannot,” he has said, ‘have state control 
and Federal control. There must be one or 
the other, and there can be no co-ordinated de- 
velopment program if each state is permitted 
to act independently.” 

Now, however, the Senator from Louisiana is 
reported ready to agree to the much rewritten 
O'Mahoney amendment. And this brings up an 
interesting point of speculation. 

Either the amendment reserves control to the 
states, or it does not. 

If it does, and Senator Overton agrees to it, 
he is selling out the interests he represents, 
for they favor Federal control. 

If it does not, then Senator O’Mahoney is sell- 
ing out the interests he* represents, for they 
want state veto power and the Senator from 
Wyoming would be giving them, instead, an 
empty gesture. 

In this ambiguous agreement between O’Ma- 
honey and Overton, it is as inevitable as the 
rising of the sun that one or the other is letting 
down his supporters with a resounding thump. 
This is only another evidence of the lengths to 
which the embattled bureaucrats of the Recla- 
mation Bureau and the Army Engineers, and their 
protagonists in Congress, are willing to go in 
order to forestall the creation of MVA. 

MVA remains the only method proposed by 
means of which no one would have to be—or 
would be—sold down the Missouri River.

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A Disfranchisement to Be Righted 

On the whole, the retiring Governor and Legis- 
lature may take pride in Missouri’s soldier-vote 
jaw; the number of ballots cast this month is a 
favorable verdict. In drafting the measure, 
however, they did slip into a serious oversight 
that has now been disclosed by George J. Hug, 
chief clerk of the St. Louis Board of Election 
Commissioners. The law, says Mr. Hug, does 
not provide for soldier voting in municipal elec- 
tions. 

Soldiers may vote on questions of public 
policy, such as a municipal bond issue. They 
may vote on the new Constitution. But by ab- 
sence of the word “municipal” from a catalogue 
of descriptive terms, the usual rule of legal 
construction would seem to bar them from elec- 
tions confined to the selection of municipal of- 
ficials. They were able to vote for mayoral can- 
didates this month seemingly only because they 
were on the ballot with presidential, congression- 
al and other nominees. 

That condition will not exist in the St. Louis 
municipal election next April 3. Unless an ap- 
propriate amendment is enacted, absentee serv- 
ice people will apparently be disfranchised. 
Here, plainly, if a matter for the very first 
order of business when the new Legislature con- 
venes on Jan, 3, 1945. It is legally possible to 
put through a bill in five days. Some such 
speed will be needed to allow for the necessary 
mailing and return of applications and ballots. 

Since the question is above partisanship, this 
is a beautiful opportunity for the Democratic 
Governor and Kepublican Legislature to start 
their career together with a universally popular 
act. 
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Let’s hope the Poles don’t regret swapping 
horses in midstream. 
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Justice for Army Medics 
A dispatch last week from a correspondent 
with the Ninth Army in Germany should cause 
some acute embarrassment around the War De- 
partment and in Congress. It read in part: 


Angered because medical enlisted men 
who go into battle side by side with them do 
not receive combat pay, infantrymen of one 
unit on this front subscribed to a fund to 
pay the medicos an extra $10 a month out 
of their own pockets. 


There is nothing new about the feeling of sol- 
diers and correspondents that the front-line med- 
ical aid men are not getting proper recognition. 
Stars and Stripes, the Army newspaper, has been 
printing editorials and letters on the subject 
since last summer. Ernie Pyle wrote a column 
in September urging combat pay. “Praise for 
the medics has been unanimous since this war 
started,” he said. 

Medical enlisted men move into battle along- 
side the fighting troops, to give first-aid on the 
battlefield, carry the wounded back to aid sta- 
tions and help with treatment there. But there 
is one difference: the medics are unarmed. An 
infantryman’s letter to Stars and Stripes says: 
“T've seen them get up and go to help someone 
‘in battle) when I wouldn’t have moved for any- 
thing. Nothing anyone could do for them would 
be too much.”’ 

The Gl’s indignation over this injustice is 
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‘ it should be abolished everywhere. 
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shown by his letters and the voluntary contribu- 
tions reported by the correspondent Jt isn’t so 
much the $10 a month as the injustice its with- 
holding means. Will the War Department and 
Congress act, or will doughboys have to continue 
to pass the helmet for the gallant medics? 
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‘Hopes for Mr. Stettinius 

The President’s appointment of Edward Stet- 
tinius as Secretary of State must cause our allies 
almost as much as ourselves to hope with all 
fervor that this personable young late-comer to 
the international scene will discharge his grave 
new duties well. But to be frank, those hopes 
are rather more speculative than sanguine.. 

Mr. Stettinius, business man turned statesman, 
had only five years of Government experience to 
his credit before he entered the State Depart- 
ment a little more than a year ago. At that 
time the Post-Dispatch noted his ‘“‘business ex- 
perience ..,. a fair record as Lend-Lease Ad- 
ministrator, friends in Congress, seeming free- 
dom from prejudice against Russia,” but re- 
gretted his “diplomatic greenhornery and lack 
of training for the international point of vigw.” 

Since that time, he has carried the heavier 
load at State on just two occasions: With As- 
sistant Secretary Shaw he put through a super- 
ficial reorganization of the department late last 
January; in March he represented the depart- 
ment with modest competence at important bi- 
Jateral conferences in London, and at a time 
when Big Three harmony was neither close nor 
sweet. He presided on some occasions at Dum- 
barton Oaks. 

The State Department still needs the general 
overhauling, both as to policy and personnel, 
demanded by many commentators and newspa- 
pers a year ago. It still needs vigor, consisten- 
cy, confidence in the public and a strong new 
measure of practical idealism about international 
affairs. 

We hope Disraeli’s theory that “men make 
evertts’ will, in the case of Mr. Stettinius, prove 
wrong, and that this time events will make 
the man the nation needs. If the new Secretary 
has latent powers and principles that have been 
repressed, now is the desperate time for his real 
stature to emerge. 
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The Prophet's Ears 


The London Daily Express thinks it has “in- 
contestable proof” that a ringer has been run in 
for Adolf Hitler. Photographs since the assassi- 
nation attempt in July, the Express explains, 
show an increase of nearly a half-inch in the 
ears, and “‘the ear stops developing at the age 
de gy 4 

Maybe so. The Express may. overlook, how- 
ever, that Adolf Hitler is a Superman, whose 
aural morphology cannot be expected to follow 
the norm of mere men. And if ever there was 
a man, mere or super, whose ears should have 
undergone elongation, it is that intuitive prophet 
who thought the decadent democracies and mad 
Russians would softly carpet the polished boots 
of a certain Master Race. 
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A Tax Loophole That Should Go 


The Supreme Court has knocked out Okla- 
homa’s community property law, and inferential- 
ly that of Oregon, but it does not follow that the 
eight other states where this form of legalized 
tax evasion exists will be affected. The distinc- 
tion is that Oklahoma and Oregon offer their 
married citizens the option of dividing their in- 
come into two parts and paying a separate tax 
on each, while the eight other states make this 
system compulsory. Since the court,:by a 7-to-2 
decision, found the Oklahoma law faulty only 
because of the optional feature, the issue re- 
mains unsettled so far as the other states are 
concerned. 

Existence of this law in a few ef the states 
costs the people of other states millions of dol- 
lars annually. It was estimated in 1942 that 
the device deprived the Treasury of $420,000,- 
000 a year; it is more, of course, under the pres- 
ent increased rates. A man of $10,000 income, 
by theoretically assigning half of it to his wife 
when making his tax return, can save $761 a 
year. Obviously, it is unfair for this privilege 
to be enjoyed in only a few states. It should 
be the rule in all or in none. 

In justice to taxpayers in the lower brackets, 
who could save little or nothing by this device, 
Congress 
has the power to do this, if it can withstand the 
pressure that is brought upon it whenever such 
a step is proposed. Now that the Supreme Court 
has knocked out the law in two states, it’s up to 
Congress to finish the job as soon as possible.

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New Worlds for Alexander 

Now that Sir Harold R. L. G. Alexander has 
been made a Field Marshal and given supreme 
command of the Mediterranean theater, displac- 
ing Sir Henry Maitland Wilson, important de- 
velopments on the North Italian front are to be 
expected. 

Two years ago, the team of Alexander and 
Montgomery was about as famous through the 
British Commonwealth as that of Lee and Jack- 
son in the Confederacy. Though junior in years, 
Alexander had the team’s master planning mind, 
which was implemented perfectly by Monty’s 
careful preparation and ruthless execution of 
high-order attack. 

Such was the air of derring-do of the beretted 
Montgomery from El] Alamein to Tunis that his 
prestige seemed to sweep Alexander aside. Yet 
the latter’s genius in realistie combat strategy 
could not go unemployed, and the steady march 
north in Italy—made against more divisions of 
the Wehrmacht than opposed our advance in 
Western Europe until two months go—attested 
his prescience in adapting means to ends. 

When the inside story of the British brass hats 
of this war is written, Alexander should loom 
large. Unlike Wavell, bad luck never eclipsed 
him. His sense of strategy has been likened to 
that of France’s Weygand and Britain's Allenby 
in World War I. Not without reason has he 
joined Montgomery as a Marshal of the Empire. 
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Isn't it time to promote the Superfortress from 
the B-29 class to a rating of A-plus-29?

was destroyed; boys and girls show no fear of injury, she finds. 


From a Letter in the Outpost, Published by Americans in Britain 


My dear Lucille: 

I’m sure that you’ve been anxious about 
us during this flying-bomb period, but life 
has been such that I haven’t been able to 
sit down to write. Now a blessed relief has 
come, and we've got a chance to look back 
on what has happened, and, more impor- 
tant still, to go on with our planning for 
the future. 

You were our first American visitors— 
and weren't the children thrilled! But you 
were by no means the last. One of your 
successors sent us a lovely present—a large 
American flag to hang in the hall along- 
side our Union Jack. 


We hope to hang that flag one day in 
another school. For our building as you 
saw it is no more. During the first days 
of the flying bombs it received a direct hit 
and most of it crashed down; the part still 
standing is unsafe and will have to be de- 
molished. 

Luckily, the bomb struck during the eve- 
ning when we were not inside. Shortly 
after, I heard the telephone bell. It was one 
of the staff who had seen the bomb trav- 
eling in the direction of the school and 
heard it crash, Fearing that children’s 
homes had been hit, she cycled there quick- 
ly and found instead that all the children 
were safe but the school was gone. She 
said the Civil Defense workers were splen- 
did and Dnited States soldiers were on the 
spot, helping them. 


A Symbol of Defiance 


Next- morning we looked sadly at the 
ruins. But one thing did my heart good. 
The north side of the building was still 
standing and from its windows there hung 
a symbol of defiance. 

How beautifully the little ones had 
danced round the Maypole, how fond we 
were of the old English dances. Now the 
Maypole leaned out from a hole in the shat- 
tered building, and over the glass- and brick- 
atrewn street its many-colored ribbons 
atreamed gaily high over our heads. It 
was more than an unconscious symbol of 
defiance; it was the eternal spirit of spring. 

We loved that school. Some of the 
youngsters told me they could not bear to 
go and iook at the ruins. 

We were lent a few rooms in another 
school to carry on, but our school disin- 
tegrated from that moment, Few parents 
felt that they could let the youngsters risk 


the dangers of the journey to school, per- 
haps leaving in an “All Clear” only to hear 
a warning and a bomb within a few min- 
utes, ; 

Then evacuation began, and as our school 
sometimes consisted of only one child we 
gladly offered our service to help escort the 
parties to safer areas. Sometimes we took 
children only; sometimes families of moth- 
ers and children. We comforted the weep- 
ers, nursed infants, restrained the over- 
adventurous, coped with masses of lugagge 
from bulging pillow-cases to perambulators. 
Then we thankfully delivered our charges 
to the billeting officers at the other end. 


In the intervals we taught our few schol- 
ars as well as we could. They particularly 
enjoyed doing needfe-work at this time, 
even the boys. 


Children Are Unafraid 


So most of the schools have gone on. All 
the children have lost much time and suf- 
fered many changes during the war, and 
this unsettling period came just when we 
wanted to go smoothly along and make up 
for lost time. 


But otherwise this period does not ap- 
pear to have been as harmful as one might 
expect. The boys and girls just are not 
afraid. When we were in the shelters and 
heard one coming low overhead, they would 
put their hands to their ears, but as soon 
as the dull thud was heard they would look 
up with a smile, say, “All gone!” and get 
on with their job or book or conversation, 
1 never heard one person, child or adult, 
make a sound expressive of fear. 


A great many schools, as well as thou- 
sands of homes, have been damaged or de- 
stroyed. We'll have to makeshift tem- 
porarily. And, thank goodness, it is tem- 
porarily. In its scheme for implementing 
the new Education Act, the London County 
Council intend to build 90 large compre- 
hensive high schools, 

We have very few of that type here so 
far. But we hope that in a few years we 
shall work in beautifully designed build- 
ings containing all we've ever hoped for in 
a school. And before they are all built, I 
hope that you will cross the Atlantic to 
see us again, when all this fight against 
Fascism is but a memory and the fight 
for a world enjoying peace and liberty is 
the reality. Yours ever,

Mr. Cochran’s Good Idea

The suggestion of Representative John 
J. Cochran, chairman of the House Ac- 
counts Committee, that most of the 33 spe- 
cial congressional investigating committees 
be consolidated into one, sounds like plain 
good business.

A Polish Underground Leader 
Tells of Life Under Nazi Heel 


“Story of a Secret State,’’ by Jan Kareki. (Houghton 
Mifflin Co., 
From the fall of Poland up to only a few 

months ago, a dense pall of censorship lay 
over that unhappy country. This book’s im- 
portance is in its factual reporting of what 
went on in occupied Poland during those 
years, and in the insight it gives into the 
workings of the underground, of which the 
author was a leader. 

The theme of the book, as its title indi- 
cates, is that Poland never gave up. The 
underground considered itself more than 
a guerrilla organization of spies and sabo-. 
teurs, It was part of a continuing Govern- 
ment, which refused to recognize foreign 
occupation, and carried on its functions 
within Poland as directed from a tem- 
porary capital, first in Angers, France, and 


then in London. 
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All participants looked to the day of their 
country’s revival. The author diplomatical- 
ly says nothing of the inter-Polish rifts, or 
of the dispute with Russia, but reiterates 
the necessity for ending the old feudalistic 
conditions and building a new Poland on 
solid democratic lines. He quotes Sikorski: 
“We do not want merely to re-establish the 
pre-war status quo. We cannot revive a 
past which was, to some degree, the cause 
of what has happened.” Karski praises the 
Secialists for their stubborn resistance, and 
reproduces their manifestoes urging that 
“the new Poland must repair the mistakes 
of the past.” 

The writer’s experiences are, as can be 
expected, thrilling ones, but he has drama- 
tized them so much that questions arise in 
the reader's mind. The conversations he 
records are too long and detailed to be 
more than approximations, with obvious 
embroidery at times. There are such in- 
congruities as a report of a highly confi- 
dential mission to France, followed, after 
his return, by a careful check on his pru- 
dence by underground leaders.

But when Karski turns from autobiogra- 
phy to reporting, there is a general ring of 
sincerity and authenticity. He tells con- 
vincingly of the undergroun4d’s operation— 
its press, its courier and liaison service, its 
secret schools for Polish children, even of a 
bond issue floated amohg citisens when 
funds ran low, His account of how the 
Poles carried on under a brutal occupation 
abounds in examples of high resourceful- 
ness and great courage 

Karski survived capture and torture by 
the Gestapo. He gives one of the first eye- 
witness accounts of the ghastly Warsaw 
ghetto, which he entered in disguise. A 
high point in horror is his description of 
how, after an attendant smuggled him into 
a Nazi death camp, he saw sickening mass 
executions. Since his escape from Poland, 
Karski has devoted himself to telling the 
outside world of conditions there, and his 
interviews have included a two-hour session 
with President Roosevelt.

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Newhouser Named Most Vataable 4 


Brownies’ 
Star Gets 
193 Points 


NEW YORK, Nov. 28 (AP).— 
Harold Newhouser, brilliant De- 
troit lefthanded pitcher, today was 
named the most valuable player in 
the American League in 1944 by a 
four-vote margin over Teammate 
Paul (Dizzy) Trout in the annual 
balloting of a 24-man committee of 
the Baseball Writers’ Association. 

The 23-year-old native of De- 
troit, who won 29 games for the 
Bengals in one of the most thrill- 
ing pennant races in baseball his- 
tory, received 236 votes to 232 for 
Trout. Trout, however, picked up 
19 first place ballots to seven for 
Newhouser, who pulled ahead by 
polling 10 seconds and six, thirds. 
Trout’s votes spread down to sixth 
choice. 

Vernon (Junior) Stephens of the 
pennant-winning St. Louis Browns, 
whose 105 RBI's led the circuit, 
finished third with 193 points, The 
slugging shortstop was named on 
four first-place ballots. Far back 
were Second Baseman George 
Stirnweiss, sparkplug of the New 
York Yankees, loop leader in runs, 
hits and stolen bases, with 129 
points, one more than Dick Wake- 
field who led the Tiger offense 
with a .359 batting mark in 78 
games, after joining the club on 
July 13.

Lou Boudreau of Cleveland, 
whose .327 mark made him the 
first manager to lead the junior 
circuit in batting, placed sixth 
with 84, followed by Bobby Doerr, 
Boston’s .325 hitter, 75; Stan Spence 
of Washington, 56: and Nelson 
Potter, the Browns’ 19-game win- 
ner, 52.

Kills 5 Tank Command- 
ers and 3 Officers With 
Rifle in His First Time

PUFFENDORF, Germany, Nov. 
28 (AP).—He is only a former 
Brooklyn patrolman, but to a bat- 
talion of German tankmen on this 
front he was more trouble than a 
regiment of very angry Russians. 

In a few brief hours he did these 
things: 

Attacked five German Tiger 
tanks and accompanying German- 
infantry alone with hand gren- 
ades; 

Killed all five tank command- 
ers with his rifle; 

“Surrounded” and staged a one- 
man war on a German command 
post, killing three officers; 

Played hide and seek alone with 
a whole German battalion in the 
town of Prummern. 

It was the first time he ever had 
been in. action. 

He is Lt. Carl C. Palm, 28 years 
old, former New York City police 
man whose home is in Brooklyn. 

Tanks Come Too Soon. 

Hearing that Prummern had 
been taken, Lt. Palm rushed his 
antitank platoon into town and 
found that his battalion still was 
engaged in street fighting. 

He selected a strategic corner 
and began setting up his three 
57-millimeter guns. One was fair- 
ly well set and enother was al- 
most ready when five new Royal 
Tiger 60-ton tanks rolled down the 
street, accompanied by infantry. 

To give his platoon time to fin- 
ish setting up the guns, Palm 
dashed to one side and began 
throwing hand grenades at the 
tanks and infantry in order to di- 
rect their fire toward himself. 

The tanks kept coming, how- 
ever, and knocked out the Ameri- 
can guns, even though one gun 
knocked a tread off one tank. 

Picks Off Germans. 

The German infantrymen astart- 
ed after Palm, chasing him in and 
out of houses and throwing gre- 
nades at him. He eluded them 
and got on a roof overlooking the 
street where the tanks were. The 
tank commanders had raised their 
hatches and were sitting outside. 
Palm shot all five of them. 

Then the former policeman ran 
to another house and discovered 
he was directly opposite a Ger-

and shot the first three German 
officers who tried to go in or out 
of the post. German foot traffic 
abruptly slacked off, while Palm 
continued to hang around and 
wait for another shot. 

Meanwhile, his battalion with- 
drew from the town, leaving Palm 
and nine of his men who were 
separated. 

Mines in Street. | 

Down the street Sgt. Ellsworth 
Dover of Minco, Ok., who headed 
a minelaying squad, took a hand 
in Palm's one-man war by quiet- 
ly laying a minefield diagonally 
across the street corner near the 
German command post and in 
front of the tanks whose com- 
manders Palm had killed. One 
tank tried to move and promptly 
knocked itself out on one of Do- 
ver’s mines. 

Thus encouraged, Palm main- 
tained his siege of the command 
post all night and well into the 
next day, when his battalion com- 
mander came up under fire, found 
Palm and his men and led them 
out of the town because the in- 
fantry Was preparing a new 
assault, 

Palm no sooner got back to his 
battalion command post than he 
asked for volunteers to go back 
into Prummern and help clean 
out the place. He quickly got to- 
gether a squad and went back.

REVISED STATE FISCAL 
CONTROL PLAN BACKED 


Establishment of a State De- 
partment of Revenue headed by 
a director appointed by the Gover- 
as provided in the proposed 
state Constitution, constitutes one 
of the most important and bene- 
ficial steps in Missouri govern- 
ment in many years, the second 
in a series of bulletins by the Gov- 
ernmental Research Institute an- 
alyzing the new constitution’s pro- 
visions stated today. 

The proposed Constitution pro- 
vides for an improved system of 
fiscal control which should result 
in reduced costs and 
efficiency through more careful 
planning and co-ordination of ex- 
penditures, the bulletin said, with 
creation of a revenue department

In addition, it was pointed out, 
the new fiscal system would re- 
quire more adequate checking of 
expenditures before and after they 
are made, and the public would 
be able to obtain a more complete 
picture of state finances. 

The revenue department would 
provide the Governor with a cen- 
agency to formulate and 
carry out fiscal policies, and the 
State Comptroller would be re- 
sponsible for assisting the direc- 
tor of the department in prepar-

and expenditures, the report said.

ASE E-221: Gerald M. Butler, the able Chairman of our 
Yale Placement Committee, sent me a letter recently, which 
I am quoting in part. “You will see by this letter,” he 
began, “that the Yale Graduate Placement Committee of 
Chicago has been established and is ready to assist Yale men 
to find employment in Chicago and vicinity. A similar com- 


mittee has been functioning successfully in New York for many 


years. The need of placement assistance will become greater 
and more urgent as large numbers of Yale men now in military 
service will return to civil life. In order to be most efficient 
and successful, the committee needs the aid and co-operation 
of all Yale men. Your assistance is therefore asked in supply- 
ing information about positions that are open, and in furnish- 
ing names of returning Yale men who are seeking employment 
in Chicago.”

THIS IS A VERY commendable project for our Chicago 


Yale Club to launch. I mention it so that other colleges can 
follow suit. At Northwestern we have had a similar placement 
service for many years. It provoked many favorable comments 
among alumni, especially during the lean years of depression. 
But why shouldn’t our progressive churches do some of these 
things, too? Helping get deserving young men placed into 
good jobs, fits under my interpretation of effective home mis- 
sionary work of the church, 
or OR 

OUR GOOD HOME missionary socic.ies have done won- 
derful work in past years, but like Sir Galahad, they have often 
looked too far afield. They have usually ignored the Boy and 
Girl Scouts. They have failed to conduct employment agencies 
within the church or within the Federated Council of Churches 
in their area. They have ignored the matter of keeping a cur- 
rent listing of available rooms to rent, so young men and women 
could have access to living quarters in good homes. They have 
made no effort to organize an “Acquaintance Club” within the 
church or between a group of co-operating churches. They 
haven't sponsored Vocational Guidance Clinics or a series of 
lectures on such topics. Or marriage clinics and practical 
courses in Child Psychology. 
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OUR MILITARY SERVICES keep a complete record of 
every male youth who reaches the age of 18, and soon have 
him in uniform if he can pass the medical examination. But 
eur churches are not doing as thorough a job in recruiting 
members for the army of Christian soldiers that are needed to 
hold aloft the torch of idealism for mankind. The foundation 
stones of successful churches, as well as nations are happy 
homes. But a home first includes a husband and wife. More 
emphasis on matrimonial bureaus is thus needed to permit our 
unmarried folks to meet a wider range of eligible. material. 
After a home is started, it must be maintained by a regular 
pay check. Vocational guidance and an employment agency 
are thus involved.

HEPHERD’S pie is always 

made of leftovers. The typical 

meat used is lamb, but beef 
could be used as well. Leftover 
gravy is usually prescribed, but it 
is my experience that really good 
gravy is rarely left for another 
day. Leftover meat and gravy 
should be covered and kept in 
the refrigerator. If you are using 
fresh potatoes, prepare them first. 
Then neatly slice or dice the meat. 
Gravy should be heated and ex- 
tended to furnish an ample amount 
for the meat. Good extenders are 
tomato juice, bouillon cubes or 
meat extract paste disolved in the 
right proportion of water and 
thickened to a good gravy con- 
sistency. Add this to meat, taste 
for seasonings, then cover with a 
good blanket of mashed potatoes, 
leaving space at least half an inch 
wide around the rim of casserole 
to allow the meat mixture to ex- 
pand without running over. Bake 
until meat and potatoes are siz- 
zling hot through, with a tempt- 
ing brown crust.

Knowledge of 
Tuberculosis 
Still Growing

HE IDEAS of the medical 

profession about tuberculosis 

have changed radically in 
many important respects during 
the last 40 years. In the articles 
which I intend to write this week 
and next to further the sale of 
the Christmas seals of the Na- 
tionai Tuberculosis Association in 
their campaign against the dis- 
ease, a campaign ’which I have 
pointed out in previous articles is 
well on its way to successful era- 
dication of this enemy, I shall 
discuss three of these changed 
ideas, viz. (1) we now believe 
tuberculosis is a condition of life- 
long duration in most instances, 
acquired in childhood; (2) we now 
believe the X-ray is the most valu- 
able agent in diagnosis; and (3) 
the treatment and rehabilitation 
of tuberculosis patients must be 
carried out by more active pro- 
cedures than those formerly used. 
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TO DISCUSS the first of these 
today let us look at the problem 
of childhood tuberculosis, Tubercu- 
losis is acquired in the vast 
majority of cases in childhood. If 
a person has lived to theage of 20 
without having acquired tubercu- 
losis the chances of his getting it 
are a fraction of one per cent, and 
then he has to live in an environ- 
ment filled with it, such as being 
an attendant in a _ tuberculosis 
sanitarium, 

The child acquires tuberculosis 
either from infected milk from 
tuberculous cattle, or from an- 
other person. The chances of ac- 
quiring it from milk, at least in 
this country have been reduced 
to a minimum. In over 90 per 
cent of cases the child acquires 
it from another member of its 
family whom nobody has ever 
suspected of having tuberculosis. 

If there is one thing about which 
our opinions have not changed one 
iota in the field of tuberculosis it 
is that in the early stages and 
often until the very end it does 
not force itself on the victim’s con- 
sciousness. There is no pain, often, 
indeed, he feels particularly well. 
All the significant signs are exX- 
plained on some other basis—the 
cough is a winter cough or from 
sinuses, the underweight is due to 
the nervous tension personality, “I 
came from thin ancestry,” etc., etc. 
Such a person—the father or 
mother, older brother or aunt— 
sits around a family for years and 
no one even suspects the real con- 
dition.

IN CLOSE CONTACT with a 
child, the child early becomes in- 
fected. It is not a pleasant sub- 
ject to speak or hear about, but it 
is the best argument for the case- 
finding campaign known. 

Tuberculosis 1n a child is even 
more silent than in the average 
adult. It is an entirely different 
disease from what it turns into in 
adult life. It does not affect the 
lungs first, but the lymph nodes, 
especially in the neck and at the 
roots of the lungs. The child may 
be nervous, may fail to gain 
weight, be a little off in color, 
may have a few kernels in the 
neck, may seem unduly tired in 
the evening, may have a cough 
with no sputum—but all these are 
vague and doting parents explain 
them away. If they ever took such 
a child’s temperature it would be 
found to be elevated slightly every 
afternoon and that is one of the 
most valuable confirmatory tests 
that can be made. 

All this is an argument for the 
regular examination of children 
by the family doctor of the family 
children’s doctor. Because it is just 
at this stage and these ages that 
treatment is most effective and 
the whole’ subsequent’ tragic 
course of the disease can be pre- 
vented. It is seldom necessary 
even to remove the child from 
school. A daily rest period, or 
sometimes continuous rest for a 
few weeks, fresh air, plenty of 
good food, old fashioned cod liver 
oil are all valuable, But the most 
important thing is for the family 
to know what it is up against.
